We  handle  more  than  ten  per¬ 
cent  of  all  the  bulbous  stocks 
that  are  either  being  grown  or 
imported  into  this  country  and 
this  large  volume,  coupled  with 
the  facts  that  most  of  the  stocks 
are  of  our  own  growing,  enables 
us  to  make  our  prices  most 
reasonable. 

SERVICE 

By  far  the  larger  part  of  our  business  is  made  up  of  orders 
booked  in  advance  of  the  shipping  season  and  these  early  orders 
are  usually  shipped  direct  from  our  growing  stations.

CULTURAL  SUGGESTIONS 


1930  Bulb  Crop 


WITH  the  better  than  average  growing 
conditions  that  have  prevailed  in  most  of 
the  bulb  sections  this  season  good  crops 
have  been  produced  and  this  means  that  not 
only  will  greater  quantities  be  available;  but 
the  quality  will  also  show  considerable  im¬ 
provement  over  last  year’s  delivery.  In  Hol¬ 
land  particularly  the  crop  is  very  much  better 
than  last  season  and  as  a  result 
many  items  are  lower  in  price. 

Hyacinths  particularly  have 
shown  a  large  drop  and  Tulips 
have  also  declined  over  there.  Un¬ 
fortunately  the  increased  tariff  on 
the  latter  (Tulip  bulbs  have  been 
raised  from  $2.00  to  $6.00  per 
1,000)  prevent  American  users 
from  getting  the  full  benefit  of  the 
lower  Dutch  prices. 

In  this  country  ideal  conditions 
have  prevailed  for  the  production 
of  Narcissus  bulbs  in  both  the  Tender  and  Hardy  varieties  and 
we  also  see  price  concessions  on  these  items. 

As  we  go  to  press,  no  very  definite  information  is  available 
from  Japan  regarding  the  Lily  situation.  These  Japs  are  rather 
clever  traders  and  it  will  likely  be  near  delivery  time  before  the 
real  conditions  are  known. 

All  in  all  you  will  receive  better  quality  bulbs  this  season  than 
last  and  your  bulb  bill  will  be  lower.

Simple  Instructions  For  Bulb  Forcing 


1 —  Order  your  bulbs  early.  For  best  forcing  results  good  root  action  is  essential  and  this  can  only  be  accomplished  if  the  bulbs  are 
planted  on  time. 

2 —  Unpack  the  bulbs  as  soon  as  received.  If  they  are  not  to  be  planted  immediately  they  should  be  taken  out  of  the  bags  and  stored  in 
shallow  trays  in  a  cool  well  aired  location.  This  is  more  important  than  is  generally  believed  for  much  damage  can  result  to  the 
bulbs  by  a  prolonged  stay  in  the  shipping  containers. 

3 —  Do  not  use  the  very  shallow  flats.  We  recommend  four  inches  minimum  inside  depth. 

4 —  Give  the  flats  a  moderate  watering  only  and  bury  them  in  deep  trenches  and  cover  thoroughly. 

5 —  Don’t  be  tempted  to  bring  them  into  heat  too  soon.  This  is  the  cause  of  most  of  the  failures. 

6 —  Examine  the  bulbs  carefully  to  see  that  they  have  established 
good  root  systems  before  bringing  them  into  the  heat.  Also 
be  sure  that  the  variety  you  are  handling  is  adapted  for  forcing 
at  that  particular  time.  Be  careful  of  bottom  heat  for  many 
bulbs  are  spoiled  by  immediate,  close  contact  with  hot  pipes. 

Place  under  the  benches  until  top  growth  develops  a  few 
inches.  A  gradual  increase  in  temperature  is  better  than  plac¬ 
ing  the  bulbs  immediately  into  a  high  heat. 

The  “spotting”  of  Tulip  Flowers,  which  yearly  is  a  source 
of  much  grief  to  many  Tulip  forcers,  is  usually  attributable  to 
improper  atmospheric  conditions,  and  these  can  be  corrected  to  a 
great  extent  by  exercising  care  in  watering.  Our  suggestion  is 
that  the  watering  be  done  in  the  morning.  The  buds  and  open¬ 
ing  flowers  should  never  be  sprayed  until  there  is  sufficient  sun 
heat  or  air  circulation  to  permit  of  quick  drying. 


Depth  at  Which  Bulbs  Should  be  Planted 
for  Outdoor  Flowering 


When  Planting  Bulbs  OUTDOORS 

Outdoor  planting  should  also  be  done  as  early  as  possible 
so  that  the  bulbs  can  develop  a  good  root  growth  before  the  cold 
weather  sets  in.  The  soil  must  be  thoroughly  spaded  to  a  depth 
of  at  least  twelve  inches  and  a  good  application  of  rotted  manure 
or  bone  meal  incorporated  at  the  time.  Remove  a  layer  of  the 
soil  of  the  same  depth  as  the  final  cover,  level  the  surface,  then 
set  the  bulbs  upright  in  the  arrangement  as  desired  and  then 
replace  the  cover.  A  mulching  of  leaves,  rotted  manure,  peat 
moss  or  similar  subjects  is  always  helpful  and  is  necessary  in 
colder  regions. 

The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  bulbs  required  for 
the  planting  of  circular  beds  of  the  sizes  as  given.  For  oval  beds 
the  average  diameter  can  be  obtained  by  adding  the  greatest 
length  and  width  and  then  splitting  it.

UNLIKE  Daffodil  production  in  Holland,  where  the  cultures  are  confined 
to  a  small  area,  the  bulbs  over  here  have  been  grown  almost  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  country.  Some  of  the  stocks  were  in  the  hands  of 
experienced  growers,  while  much  of  it  was  being  handled  by  those  with  no 
prior  experience.  Of  course,  each  section  claims  to  produce  the  best  bulbs; 
but  claiming  has  been  easier  than  demonstrating  and  now  that  American 
forcers  have  had  a  few  seasons  in  which  to  demonstrate  the  value  of  the  bulbs  produced  from  these  various 
sections,  they  are  beginning  to  realize  that  there  IS  a  difference-and  a  vast  one.  We  have  Tried  many  loti 

m  our  own  greenhouse — not  merely  a  flat  or  two— but  in  sufficient 
quantities^  to  make  a  real  commercial  test.  Our  experience  with  King 
Alfred  is  typical  in  that  a  lot  secured  from  a  large  and  prominent  source 
remained  in  the  greenhouse  six  weeks  longer  than  our  own  Long  Island 
bulbs,  flowered  two  weeks  later  and  only  produced  75%  as  many 
flowers.  Here  is  our  conclusion — Size  for  size  Long  Island  grown 
Daffodils  will  produce  more  flowers  per  bulb  than  those  grown  in  any 
other  section  of  the  country,  will  give  a  greater  flowering  percentage 
and  flower  earlier. 


We  have  an  extra  fine  stock  of  King  Alfred,  which  is  the  peer  of  them 
all,  and  in  considering  the  price  of  this  variety,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  flowering  percentage  of  the  bulbs  we  offer  is  greater  than  with  the 
bulbs  formerly  imported. 


A  shortage  of  the  Bicolors  still  exists;  but  there  are  enough  other  vari¬ 
eties  available  to  produce  a  succession  of  blooms  throughout  the  season  in  a 
good  representation  of  all  the  types. 


All  of  these  Hardy  Narcissus  are  quoted  F.O.B.  Yaphank,  Long  Island, 
with  the  usual  extra  charge  for  containers. 


Classification  of  Narcissus  Types 

A  brief  explanation  of  the  leading  types  is  shown  below! 

AJAX,  large  trumpets. 

BARRl,  short  cup,  usually  not  over  1/3  the  length  of  the  perianth  (petals). 
IXJCOMPARABILIS,  medium  length  cups,  sometimes  %  of  the  length  of  the 
perianth. 

LEEDSII,  medium  length  cups  of  white  or  cream  with  white  perianth. 

POETAZ,  flowers  in  clusters. 

POETICUS,  pure  white  perianth,  short  cups  with  rim  of  orange  or  scarlet. 
JOLJQUILS,  small  flowers  in  clusters.  Very  sweet  scented. 

LJOTE — Large  trumpet  Daffodils  are  erroneously  called  Jonquils  in  some 
sections  of  the  country.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Anemones  and  Ranunculus  like  cool  moisture  and  leafy  loam,  and  above 
all,  good  drainage  to  prevent  stagnation  which  rots  the  bulbs.  The  best 
potting  or  benching  mixture  is  made  with  equal  parts  of  rich  well-manured 
loam,  leaf  mold,  and  clean  fresh  sand.  Deep  pans  are  better  than  pots,  but 
whether  grown  this  way  or  in  benches  avoid  all  chance  of  sour  accumulation 
of  moisture  by  providing  good  drainage.  The  first  bulbs  should  be  put  in 
in  October  and  later  batches  for  late  Spring  bloom.  Give  a  cool  shady  posi¬ 
tion  at  first  until  roots  are  formed,  then  place  near  the  glass  with  never 
more  than  55  to  60  degrees  temperature.
